DENVER PLANS T 
EXILE UNION MEN 


Meeting of Citizens’ Associa- 
tion Is Called for Purpose 
of Perfecting Details 
of Expected Fight. — 


SOME LEADERS MARKED. 


Typographical Union Issues a 
Statement Warning Merchants 
Against Provoking Anar- 

chy and Bloodshed. 


Denver, Colo., Aug. 2.—[Special.]—The Citt- 
zens’ alliance of Denver has issued a call for 
a massmeeting at the Denver chamber of 
commerce for Méenday night, with the im- 
plied understanding that action would be 
taken to run out of town everybody who 
sympathized with labor organizers. 

Former Lieut. Gov. Coates is one of the 
men supposed to be referred to, as he is an 


president of the American Labor union, an 
outgrowth of the Western Federation of 
Miners. Coates is a printer, and during the 
recent strike which tied up every industry 
in Denver.he was beaten by his own trade in 
the negotiation which effected the settle- 


ment. 
Today the printers took the initiative in 


notified them through a redhot resolution 
they would not stand their high handed 


methods. 


It is commonly understood that every trade 
in the state will follow the path indicated by 
the printers, and that war may be provoked 
with the unions relying upon the authority 
of the courts to maintain their claims and 
put the merchants on a line with white cap- 
pers. 

The resolutions of the printers state the 
attitude of the alliance is fraught with peril 
to the liberty of the people and is an in- 
ecentive to lawlessness. The typographical 
union condemns such steps as outrageous and 
anarchistic In the extreme, concluding as 


follows: 
“ Resolved, That we warn members of the 


action because of the consequences that will 
follow, and further urge any members of 
organized labor assaulted in such a manner 
to protect himself to the fullest extent.” 


Unions to Resume Hostilities. 


The first effect of a declaration of war by 
the alliance will be renewed hostilities by 
the unions, and the employers realize what 
this means, for it was at their request that 
the printers took up the cudgels three months 
ago when it seemed as if the business of the 
city would be completely tied up. At. the 
time there were over 8,000 men on strike 
and three-fourths of the restaurants were 
closed, inflicting a great hardship on the 
general public. 

Printers No Longer for Peace. 

The strikers said there would be no com- 
promise, as they feared it was a fight to the 
death, as owing to the formation of the al- 
liance at that stage it was declared that the 
watchword of the members was death to 
unionism. Then the printers settled the 
trouble in favor of the employers, 

Now they say they made a grievous mis- 
take by allying themselves with the bosses, 
who assured them that they were not op- 
posed to unionism, and during the week steps 
will be taken to cancel all contracts with the 
members of the alliance and defy them to do 
their worst. 


Eager to Settle the Question. 

“Ifa fight must come let ft come at once,” 
is the statement of one of the most conserva- 
tive mem who was chiefly instrumental in 
settling the former strike. 

“Tf we have no law to protect us,’’.he 
says, ‘“‘then all contracts with the business 
men: are invalid, for they were the first to 
act outside the jurisdiction of the courts.” 

The printers will have the support of the 
newspapers should they decide to carry their 
plans into execution, and in this respect they 
will be on better footing than before, when 
the publishers were all arrayed with their 
advertisers. 


Alliance Tries to Control Press. 

The alliance has invaded the fleld to such an 
extent that the leading firme have been asked 
to place their contracts through the alliance 
and thus intrust that body with power to re- 
voke and cancel or amend contracts at any 
time that the policy of the papers does not 
eult the management of the alliance. 

Already one paper has excepted to the ad- 
vertising agent employed by the executive 
committee of the alliance, and it is probable 
that the publishers will take steps to operate 
their’ business without consulting the Busi- 
ness Men's alliance. 


Seek to Dictate as to Contracts.* 

The system of intimidation begun by the 
alliance is exemplified in the case of the local 
papers in their contracts for paper. The 
publishers were notified that they must place 
their contracts with the local paper mills 
or forfeit contracts with department stores. 

The labor unions had boycotted the mills 
and to patronize them meant that the pub- 
lishers would lose circulation. 

To use nonunion paper meant a strike of the 
typographical union, so the pubHshers de- 
cided to defy the alliance by buying paper 
wherever it was best and cheapest. This 
defiance will bring the matter toan issue. 

A general strike will follow any attempt 
of the alliance to indorse the action of ‘the 
Idaho Springs branch, and then the state 
will be plunged into a war with both the 
American federation and the Western federa- 
tion hand in hand. P 

“The two big union organizations have been 
fighting for supremacy between themselves, 
but now they will join forces and present a 
united front to the alliance. 


Crisis at Idaho Springs.

Has Complication of Diseases — Lost

He is now 
taking much better care of himself than ever 
before in his life, but he continues tq fall, and 
I do not believe he expects any. permanent 
relief. He has a bad case of diabetes, and 
he is also a sufferer from chronic dysentery.

LONG LIFETO WOMAN. 


If She Makes Chicago Her Home 
She May Outlive Brothers. 


FIGURES BY HEALTH BOARD. 


Death Rate Among Men Largely Ex- 
ceeds That of the Fair Sex. 


Chicago is the fountain of youth for woman. 
Here she lives longer than man. In fact, if 
the excess of deaths among her brothers con- 
tinues many years she may become a dis- 
tressing majority in the city. 

Now, these statements are based on statis- 
tics furnished by the health department and 
not on the theories of life insurance officials, 
that men are better risks than women. : 

“Until about fifteen years ago,’’ says the 
health department bulletin,. “ life insurance 
companies uniformly refused to insure the 
lives of women on any terms. Only a few 
companies even now, and these recently, tn- 
sure women on the same terms as men. 

“And yet the life tables of seventy-five 
years show the average death rate of all 
males to be 21.8 per thousand, and of all 
females to be 19.7 per thousand. Female lives 
_ are, therefore, 10.6 per cent better risks than 
male lives. 

“This comparison is made on the basis of 
the English life tables, but if their compari- 
son be made on Chicago data the disparity 
is enormously greater. 

“The census of 1900 showed 863,408 males 
and 835,167 females as the population of 
this city—an excess of about 8.8 per cent in 
the number of malex. During the first six 
months of 1001 there were 6,682 deaths of 
males and 6,416 deaths of females—an ex- 
cess of ‘23.4 per cent in the deaths of males. 

“In the first six months of 1902 the deaths 
were 7,422 males, 5,728 females—an excess of 
29.5 per cent of males. This year’s first six 
months show an excess of 37.4 per cent of 
male déathe—8,798 males and 6,403 females.”

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DRISCOLL REPORT 
Storm Breaks Over Federa- 
tion When Committee Ad- 
yises Dropping Case. 


WW INQUIRY IS ORDERED 


Secretary Accused of Tampering 
with First Body Chosen to 
Investigate His Acts. 


Members of the Chicago, ‘Federation of 
Labor yesterday afternoon accused Secre- 
tary John C. Driscoll of the Associated Team- 
ing Interests of having “ tampered” with 
the investigating committee that was ap- 
pointed to decide whether he had attempted 
to “ reach an officer of a labor union.” 
The committee reported that it had no 
sdiction in the case, and that raised a 
‘sort in the federation. The 1,500 delegates 
nt felt that Driscoll was guilty, and 
‘they would listen to no one who did not agree 
with them. They discharged the commit- 
tee and appointed a new one, which, they 
declare “cannot be influenced.” 

In the course of the two hour debate Dris- 
coll was denounced as “ a briber and a trick- 
ster.”

FATAL AFFRAYS OF ONE SUNDAY. . 


TONY DEVONE, killed by Joe Cotoia in saloon 


at 68 Milton avenue; victim's son and neighbors 
vow to be revenged and are hunting for assailant. 
THOMAS BLAIR killed by brother-in-law, John 
Richardson, who escaped. 
ADOLPH JOHNSON, second victim of robbers 
who killed B. C. La Gross in his saloon, died of 
wounds. 


Escaping from the po police, to whom he had 
been acting as guide while in custody as a 
witness, Tony. Devone, the eldest son of a 
man who had been murdered an hour before, 
started out to avenge the killing of his father 
last night. At an early hour this morning 
the police were seeking him as well as the 
murderer, to prevent another tragedy. 

The episode followed the killing of Tony 
Deévone, the father, in his saloon at 66 Milton 
avenue at midnight by “ Big Joe” Cotoia,a 
relative, and rival of the son. Cotoia, also 
known as Pipino, has terrorized the Italian 
colony, it is said, since his arrival from Sicily 
two years ago. 

Devone died while being taken to the Passa- 
vant hospital, and when the death was an- 


nounced to the relatives several of them } 


gathered about the hospital entrance and 
swore to avenge the murder. The saloon- 
keeper was 53 years old, and for a decade 
had been one of the leadersiof the north side 
Italian colony. 


Quarrel Over Woman and Money. 


The quarrel, according to the story told the } 


police, grew out of atténtions paid by Cotoia 
to the young wife of Tony Verone Jr., and 
was aggravated by a dispute over money 
which Cotoia is said »t° have owed the elder 
Verone, 

Cotoia is said to have fired three shots at 
Verone, The latter fei] to the floor, but fired 
at his assailant and is believed to have 
wounded him. . Cotoia, brandishing his weap- 
on and warning the others to not follow him, 
ran limping from the saloon. 


Killed During Sunday Fight. 
Thomas Blair was shot and instantly killed 
in front of 175 East Nineteenth street during 
the morning, and John Richardson, who is 
said to have fired the‘ fatal shot, is being 
sought by the Twenty-second street police. 
The men were brothers-in-law, and it is said 
Richardson became angry because Blair re- 
fused to give him money. Both men were ne- 
groes.

the average man or woman the term 

“ Domestic Science,’’ when applied to 

school work, has cometo mean nothing 

more or less than ‘‘ cooking lessons ”’ 

and the great educational value of the 

work Is lost sight of. jn studying arithmetic 

a child is taught to write figures; but we 

never lose sight of the fact that th he figures 

are simply a means to an end. So, in domes- 

tic science, a child is taught to cook—but only 
in illustration of greater scientific facts. 

As a subject of education in schools do- 
mestic science covers many subjects—food, the 
value of the various kinds, the functions of 
f. od and its preparation; clothing, its various 
kinds, the making and repairing of it; wash- 
ing, domestic utensils, the lighting, warming, 
ventilation, and sanitation of houses; hy- 
giene, the laws of health, sickness, and nurs- 
ing, as well as thrift. 

In spite of the wonderful changes in this 
busy American life, the fact still remains 
that women are the natural home makers. 
This home making has become more com- 
plicated with each year’s progress and we 
at last are beginning to realize that the 
modern woman is not by inetingt 
alone.

Sickness and 
trouble invade his household, his poorly 
nourished children cannot study and soon 
learn to hate school. Delinquent children 
are generally the improperly nourished chil- 
dren.

He ran into a 
house, where an officer with a revolver stood 
off the mob until the police reserves arrived 
and took Hazelock into custody.

FIGHT CONVICTS 
AT TWO POINTS. 


Men Who Escaped from Cali- 
, fornia Prison Battle with 
Different. Posses. 


ONE REPORTED WOUNDED 


- 


‘Desperadoes Who Ambushed Sol- 


diers Near Placerville Made | 
Escape in the Night. 


Placerville, Cal., Aug. 2.—[Special.]—Two 
of the escaped Folsom convicts were sur- 
rounded at Dutch flat this evening and a 
fight ensued. It is supposed that one of the 
convicts was shot by Glen Wedgewood. 
Wedgewood was shot in the hand by the 
convicts. 

A report received this evening states that 
four convicts, who are not believed to be the 
same ones who battled with the militiamen 
at Grand Victory mine last night, were dis- 
covered’ today near Lotus, in the Webber 
creek district, by a posse. A number of 
shots were exchanged but so far as known 
without result. 

Convicts Elude Posse. 

The fugitive convicts, who engaged in bat- 
tle with a sheriff's posse at Grand Victory 
mine near here last evening, escaped during 
the night and a diligent search today failed 
to. bring any trace of them. 

As soon as daylight camé the posse, in- 
creased by large reinforcements from this 
place, entered the thicket in which the six 
members of the militia Company fought with 
the desperadoes in the dusk of last even- 
ing. They svon stumbled on the dead bodies 
of Festus Rutherford and W. C. Jones, who, 
it is believed, were killed by the first vol- 
Jones had served 
in the Philippines as a member of the First 
Tennessee and the Thirty-seventh volunteer 
regiments. 

The searchers found, fhat the convicts had 
left a water can, several hats, and some fire- 
arms on the hillside where last night's con- 


flict took place. 


Story of Battle. 

The following story of last night's battle 
with. the convicts was told today by one of 
the members of the posse: 

“Lieut. Smith and seven men of Company 
H of the militia were pursuing a trail that 
had been discovered earlier in the day. Their 
first intimation of the presence of the con- 
victs was when the latter opened fire on them 
at close range from a hiding place in the 
bushes. Three members of Lieut. Smith's 

squad fell at the first volley. They were 
Rutbford, Jones, and Gill. The soldiers re- 
turned the fire of the outlaws and at the same 
time retreated down the hill and’ left the 


fallen men to take care of themselves. 

‘Gill managed to make his way down the 
nil taa place of safety and was then picked 
up b and carried to the mine. It is 
believed he will recover, 

* Fearful of the bullets of the convicts, the 
pursuers made no attempt to get back to'the 
scene of the battle to learn the fate of the 
other two men. 


Large Force Rallies to Attack. 


Placerville and the surrounding country, and 
goon the hill was surrounded by a large force, 
including the entire strength of the Placer- 
ville military company. Codéperating with 
the militiamen was a posse of citizens from 
Placerville, headed by the sheriff's son, Dal- 
las Bosquit. They were within sound and

“ Lieut. Smith reported that there“were four 
convicts in the band that opened fire on his 
men, but he was unable to identify any of 
them except a negro, Seavis. 


Delay Permits Escape. 

“It was impossible to have a cordon ex- 
tended around the hill for some hours. The 
cordon covered nearly two miles and required 
over a hundred men. Before the picket lines 
could be formed it is quite posafle that the 
convicts got away eastward along the creé¢k. 
It is thought that the plan of the convicts is 
to shoot their pursuers from ambush and 
take chances of getting away afterwards.”’ 

Another victim of the convict chase is 
Philip Spinger, a resident of this district. 
He is partly deaf and failing to respond to 
an order to halt, was fatally shot by a picket 
early this morning. 


STRUCK ICEBERG AT NIGHT. 


Big Oil Steamer Badly Damaged by Col- 
lision in Midocean—Reaches 
Port. | 


Philadelphia, Pa., Aug. 2.—In a crash with 
an iceberg in the night during a dense fog the 
British steamship Baku Standard narrowly 
escaped foundering in midocean. It limped 
into this port badly damaged and leaking, 


was providential, as the berg which it struck 
towered high above the big steamer’s masts. 
Its watertight bulkheads saved it from going 
down at ance. 

The steamer'’s troubles were not ended 
when it reached the Delaware river, as it 
ran hard aground off Reed street wharf, 
and it réquired the combined efforts of the 
tugs Juno, Holton, Baltic, and Bryn Mawr 
to work it again into deep water. 

The officers of the vessel stated last night 
that the Baku Standard struck the iceberg 
at 4 o’clock on the morning of July 13 on the 
grand banks of Newfoundland. The berg 
was over 300 feet high and was not seen 
until the collision took place, a dense fog 
prevailing at the time. The prow of the big 
steamer was held fast by the force of the. 
compact for some time, it having imbedded 
itself firmly in the soft ice which surrounded 
the berg. This alone saved the big oil car- 
rier from going down at once with all on 
board. 

An examination showed that its entire bow 
is crushed in and that it is leaking. A hole 
was stove in its port bow and there is several 
feet of water in its forward compartments. 
Thé Baku Standard hails from London, 
where it ia owned, and is one of the largest 
bulk oil carriers trading to the United States, 
carrying over 2,000,000 gallons. A survey will

‘Strange Case of a Kentucky Girl, Whose 


Father Guards Her Grave 
Against Scientists. 


Benjamin Ball, who lives at Dix river bot- 
toms, died of an allment that puzzled physi- 
cians. On the second day of last March the 
young lady, who was just 16, robust and. 
large for her years, began to sneeze; and 
kept it up constantly for four weeks. The 
longest interval between any two sneezes 
was about one minute. At the expiration of 
the four weeks the sneezing stopped, and it 
was hoped that she would not again be trou- 
bled. Three weeks later, however, she was 
egain attacked with sneezing, and, notwith- 
standing that she had the best medical at- 
tention, kept it up constantly until death 
relieved her this week.

Many excellent suggestions were received 
regarding improvements needed, among the 
most important being the official indorse- 
ment of properly conducted dairies, the 
eradication of tuberculosis from all dairy 
herds, the branding of condemned cows, 
‘more severe penalties for violations of the 
milk laws, publication of reports on the 
inspection of dairies, more pay and allow- 
ances and greater authority for the inspect- 
ors, shipment of milk from the farms prompt- 
ly after milking, delivery in sealed packages 
s0 as to avoid unnecessary contamination by 
city dust, bottling only at the dairy or place 
of general supply, delivery in cities at any 

.‘| hour of the day when the milk can be sup- 
plied in the best condition, restrictions upon 
the sale of milk in markets and candy stores 
end the delivery from such places in bottles 
only, daily sterilization of utensils, monthly 
inspections of herds, barns, and dairy build- 
Ings, more rigid inspections for preservativ es, 
chemical and bacteriological examinations, 
better lighting, ventilation, drainage, and 
cleanliness of the cow stables, pasturage for 
the city er and the cows to be cleaned 
regularly. 

Some of the eastern dealers have sent to 
the farmers rules and regulations for the 
production and handling of pure milk and 
the agricultural department has sent out 
to a large number of farmers bulletins on 
the same subject. This has resulted in a 
great improvement and to the conclusion 
that the ignorance of many farmers is re- 
sponsible for furnishing an unwholesome 
supply of milk. 

' In Chicago the inspections show that dur- 
ing the jJast eight years there has been a 
gradual decrease in the percentage of milk 
samples found torbe below grade. 

The smallest percentage was in 1896, when 
it-was 5.2. ‘For eight years the figures are: 
1895, 45.4; 1804, 25.7; 1895, 27.7; 1806, 5.2; 
1807, 5.8; 1898, 6:2; 1899, 7.9; and 1900, 7.6. 
No figures are furnished for the last two 
years. In 1900 19,053 samples were exam- 
ined. 

It ds estimated that 169,465 gallons are 
used in Chicago daily. This is equivalent 
to a supply of eight-tenths of a pint per 
capita, but it is probable this does not rep- 
resent the average per capita of consump- 
tion because a considerable quantity of the 
milk is used in the manufacture of oleomar- 
garine, and much is consumed daily in the 
city by persons not included in its stated pop- 
ulation. There are 4,629 firms engaged in 
selling milk. 

About one-third of the dealers use glass. 
bottles for part of their trade, and only 
forty-nine of these sterilize the bottles. Over 
115,000 quarts of bottled milk reach the city 
each day, half of it being supplied by a single 
firm. Only two firms fill all their bottles 
in the country. Pasteurized milk is used but 
little and it is not gaining in favor.

S Prof. Wiley, chemist of the agricultural 
department, will sail for Europe tomorrow on 
business in connection with the new law 
prohibiting the importation into the United 
States of foods and drugs deleterious to 
health.

Adding to the enormous 
importation of 1903 600, 000,000 pounds as the 
domestic production, it would give the total 
sugar supply of 5,817,000,000 pounds for the 
year, or sufficient to furnish ‘an average of 
seventy-two pounds for each individual in

DR. MACAFEE TO RESIGN,

With the Rev. William A. Macafee spending 
his vacation in Nova Scotia, members and 
trustees of the First Methodist Episcopal 
church, Evanston, said yesterday that he 
would resign as pastor, and with his resigna- 
tion a controversy which has raged for three 
years is expected to cease. 

The Rev. F. P. Frost, pastor of the First 
church at Newark, N. J., has been invited 
to accept the charge, itis said, and only the 
consent of his conference and that of the 
Rock River conference is necessary before 
the change may be made, in the fall. 

Dr. Macafee does not intend to retuth to 
Evanston, some Methodists assert. The 
strength of the opposition started three years 
ago has assumed such proportions that a 
change must be made, the members claim. 

Stormy debates and bitterness followed 
two previous attempts to secure the re- 
moval of the pastor. It was announced last 
year that Dr. Macafee would not return, but 
a compromise was affected on the agreement 
that he would leave in the spring, his op- 
ponents hold. A young minister from Bos- 
ton was summoned, but declined. Others 
‘were offered the charge, and Mr. Frost was 
urged a second time to accept, it is reported. 

Dr. Macafee came to the Evanston church 
in 1898 from Columbus, O., where he had been 
for five years. Mr. Frost has had the Newark 
charge for five years, and his future congre- 
gation has 1,200 members. |

Announcing That the Game Is Still 
Flourishing in Chicago, the Rev. R. 
C. Ransom Tells People to Fight It.

“If the friends of morality and civic 
righteousness would support each other as 
the gamblers stand together and support 
each other, policy could be stamped out in 
Chicago.”’ 

That was the statement by the Rev. R, C 
Ransom at Institutional church yesterday 
after he had announced to his colored con- 
gregation that policy still flourished in Chi- 
cago in spite of the recent crusade. 

** The forces of evil, with money at their 
command which they are willing to spend, 
and with political influence with the powers 
that be in both parties, soon creep back into 
power,”’ said the Rev. Mr. Ransom, “ until 
there is another spasm of public righteous- 
ness, when again they suspend for a time.

If 
those who have the power to stamp out 
policy in Chicago do not act, the better ele- 
ment of the colored people owe it to them- 
selves to drive the policy joints from those 
neighborhoods in which we are rearing our 
children, and where we are compelled to re- 
side.”’

PREACHER SAYS MOBS LEAD TO 
‘ RIOT AND ANARCHY. 


Dr. W. A. Watérman Declares That the 


Taking of Human Life, Save by Due 
Process of the Courts or in Self-De- 
fense, Is Murder and Every Partici- 
pant Is Guilty—Demands Full En- 
forcement of the Statutes Regard- 
less of Whom May Be the Offender. 


“Lynching is rebellion. The taking of 
human life, save by due process of law, or in 
self-defense, is murder, andevery participant 
is guilty.”’ 

Such was the sentence passed on mob law 
by the Rev. W. A. Waterman yesterday, 
speaking at the Green Street Congregational 
ehurch. 

As a remedy for the apparently increasing 
mob spirit the preacher declared that the 
judiciary, legislators, and public officials 
must be above the temptations of boodle, and 
perform their duty with nonpartisan firm- 
ness. This, he said, would remove the dis- 
trust which the people entertained for them. 


Mob Law Leads to Anarchy. 

“ The certainty of the enforcement of law 
and exacture of adequate penalties is what 
this country needs and must demand and ob- 
tain, or go down in riot and anarchy,” said 
Dr. Waterman. ‘* Any executive who shirks 
the punishment of the criminal helps to bring 
lawlessness and abets crime. 

**Any legislative body which puts on its 


statute books laws which it is not the pur- 


pose to enforce is a traitor to the people. 
Any executive officer who does not feel his 
duty and enforce the laws and ordinances as 
he finds them is recreant to his oath. 

Law Must Be Enforced. 

“Did the people feel that swift and sure 
penalty would be meted out to the criminal 
by the process of law, the incentive to lynch- 
ing would cease. When the people know that 
the violator of law, be he clergyman, sa- 
loon man, society belle, or alderman, will 
be impartially tried, and, if convicted, duly 
punished, the present temper will disappear 
und lynchings cease. Our public officials must 
be taught that they don’t own the govern- 
ment nor the people who employ and pay 
them. 

‘We have too many who weep over the 


criminal who have no tears for his victim. 


Make crime of all kinds unprofitable and it 
will greatly decrease. If we survive we have 
get to have the laws on our statute books 
rigidly enforced, regardless of station, sex, 
or color.’”’#

BANKS COME TO THE RELIEF oF 


Bteadiness During the Week Engen- 
ders Hopefal Tone—Trade in Whole- 
sale Lines Generally Shows Season- 
able Activity and High Hopes Are 
Entertained for a Big Tonnage in 
the Fall—A New Schedule Pat on 

Coal, 


Tn the last week stocks hada more hopeful 
tone. Prices did not vield so readily to bear 
pressure. There was a stay in the hunt for 
weak accounts, and relief from incessant 
margin calis. 

In the buying power which came into the 

“market and steadied éclining quotations 
there was evident the direction of the banks 
@nd other financial interests. They bought 
sccourities not because they wanted them but 
because they deemed it necessary to check 
demoralization. These stocks will be for 
Sale on any rally which may follow. It has 
become.a common occurrence in the market, 
this calling on the banks to stop the fall. 

Declines are no longer what used to be 
tallied “healthy reactions.” They are the: 
results of downright weakness growing out 
of overtaxed bank accounts, large loans with 
unmarketable collaterals. There is no longer 
in the market a thinly margined pyramidal 

ublic whose inflated profits were wont to 
z punctured on a quick reaction and gath- 
ered in by the large speoulators. It requires 
the powerful stimulant of the banks to stop 
the market in its present declines. 


Old Leaders as “Has Beens.” 


The men who are losing used to be known 
‘gs market leaders—they were the directors of 
pools and the active managers of promotion 
#yndicates. What they had to say then was 
listened to with interest. But they have staid 
with the market too long and one by one are 
getting into the class of those who were. 

The houses with which they were intimately 

associated are not factors in making bull 
“prices. Their buying no longer checks de- 
plines. They are not proclaiming the profits 
to be made in the purchase of this or that 
security, and they no longer have support- 
ing orders in any stock. Their business now is 
that of selling, and they are selling the goods 
they hoped would make them richer than 
they were. 

‘The banks, which once welcomed them as 
large borrowers, now make them uncom- 
fdtable with requests for further margins 
on their loans. Day by day the banks force 
the marketing of the undigested securities 
which the borrower is no longer able to 
*“ sweeten” as collateral with better stocks. 
While this goes on the unhappy small specu- 
lator, who thinks it is time for a turn, gets 
into the market only to be lost in the sinking 
prices which follow the withdrawal of the 
helping hand of the banks. 


Hope for the Weary. 


Trade reports show continued large vol- 
ume of general business. Here and there 
may be noted some slackening which may be 
but temporary or permanent. It is yet too 
early to tell. There is no appreciable change 
in the money market except in New York 
City, where time loans have dropped 1 per 
cent. With this. latter improvement in the 


situation have come conservative rances 
from men like Jacob Schiff, A. B. pburn, 
and others that the worst in the esent 


market is believed to be over. They do not 
look for any great upward swing, but they 
think tmmediate declines, if any, will not 
be serious, and according to precedent Au- 
gust should see easier money throughout the 
country and a rally in securities. 

The steadiness the greater part of the week 
braced materially outsidere of faltering faith. 
Those weary wasted watchers along the ver> 
dureless highways of speculation, awaiting 
the grand procession of rising prices signa)- 
fzing the reénthromement of the bull, the 
rehabilitation of bank accounts, and the re- 
turn of those good old market days when 
money was everywhere, and life was full of 
hope and feverish joy—these were encour- 
aged to wait yet a little while longer. 

And yet, if the procession should not come, 
well—there is much work in the world to be 
done. There are many pleasant fields of en- 
Geavor in which nights are filled with sleep 
and days with useful thoughts. 


Au Exceptional Bank Statement. ~ 


In the bank statement last Saturday there 
ought tobe a help for the market if a large 
surplus reserve and a trend of deposits in the 
right direction can count for much at this 
time. But apparently in bear times bull 
signs fail. Otherwise much would be heard 
of the fact that the excess reserve now stands 
at $34,060,075. The New York Associated 
Banks have not had so large an excess re- 
serve since the week of June 7, 1899, or, to be 
specific, on Saturday, June 10, of that year, 
when the surplus was $39,323,100. Since that 
date the surplus. reserve was three times 
above $30,000,000, and also in 1899 it had 
dropped to a deficit of $2,788,950 on Nov. 11. 

Sentimentally the fact that deposits were 
on Saturday $09,857,700, against loans of 
$908,854,500, should count for something: It 
is the first time deposits have exceeded loans 


.Since last February. The loan account, too, 


is $11,000,000 less than this time last year. 
Meanwhile, however, deposits are $48,000,000 
less. 
But because Saturday's statement showed 
smallincrease in loans instead of a contrac- 
on the stock market was disappointed and 
prices sold off. It will be interesting to

ment this week as it becomes better consid- 
ered.

Trade Lines Seasonably Active. 
The story of the week in a wholesale way 


is not one of large accomplishments, for 
there are few of the lines which do not 


in greater or lesser degree the effect of the 
dull conditions which are invariably a feature 
of midsummer trade. But while the actual 
state of trade in the city houses is admit- 
tedly only moderate, it is in a measure made 
up by the preparations for compensating ac- 
tivity the coming fall.

View of the Coal Market. 


This applies particularly to coal, on the 
conditions of which market the Black Dia- 
mond says: 

“From the standpoint of the total coal 
consumption of the country the worst:month 
of the year is now ended and demand will 
steadily increase until the maximum is 
reached in December and January. In the 
soft coa! trade some evidence to this effect is 
found in the position of the markets at the 
end of July. They are much stronger than 
they were the first of the month, due to an 
increased demand from all consuming trade, 
including the large steam users as well as the 
dealers A perceptibly better feeling has been 
noted the last week and in the west prices 
rule nearer to the circular basis than they 
have at any time since the opening of the new 
mining year, while the dealer trade, which 
is the coming factor in the situation, is doing 
less complaining than it did a few weeks 
ago. Anthracite demand from shippers con- 
tinues active; from retailers to consumers it 
is comparatively light, although there is evi- 
dence that !t will improve during thecoming 
months. Retailers report a better candition 
as to inquiries than they did a fortnight ago, 
and they take this to mean that consumers 
will look after their prospective wants more 
closely in.the immediate future.”

* Pressure to obtain shipments of anthra- 
cite has been greater the present week. Deal- 
ers, who had not yet received coal ordered 
earlier in the month, have been insistent that 
deliveries should be made before the August 
prices became effective. .In some instances 
it is reported that dealers sold coal-on the 
opening basis named in April and have not 
yet received a tonnage which will permit 
them to take care of this business. Every 
time that an advance occurs in the wholesale 
price they lose that much out of their profits, 

and it is, therefore, quite natural that they 
should make every effort to prevent the loss 

from increasing. 

“ Dufing August it is anticipated that the 
tonnage demanded from shippers by retailers 
will be lighter than during any previous 
month since April 1, unless retail demand 
shows a decided improvement. The dif- 

ferential between the August and winter price 
will be so small that many dealers will un-. 
doubtedly wait until the coal is moving into 
consumers’ bins before they place orders for 

further deliveries, although the forehanded 

will continue to take all the coal they have 
room for, considering that the.small dif- 
ferential which they will save will enable 
them to make that much moreprofit. A per-

Iron Prices Less Firm. . 


An easing off is reported in iron and steel 
prices. “ Last week,”’ says the Iron and 
te World, “billets reached their 
proper level by subsiding below the price of | 
steel rails. This week there is a moderate 
recession in the price of black sheets by lhead- 
ing producers to meet the competition of out- : 
side mills. These declines appear more like 
moderate and regulated adjustments than 
like a break in the market. Actual pig iron 
prices are slightly below those a week ago, 
due to the groping for orders by a few needy 
furnace interests. Iron bars may bea shade 
lower, but littleifany. Old material is heavy 
to the holders. 
“But these moderate shrinkages in quota- 
tions are perhaps less significant than the bet- 
ter buying. The consumer can wait some- 
times a long time, if he is persistent, before 
buying his material, but the time finally ar- 
| rives when he must buy or go out of business. 
That time has come for quite a number of the 
metal users. They are forced to increase 
their purchases. “In perhaps a majority 
of the various branéhes of finished material 
there has been a more active trade this week. 
The purchases are rarely for large amounts 
and rarely for deliveries extending far into 
the future. The consumers would buy freely 
but for the reflection that the market is not 
strong. Were prices guaranteed, a policy 
not now in favor with sellers, trading would 
doubtless be heavy. 
“There has been further buying of steel 
-rails for 1904 delivery, probably 40,000 tons 
having been purchased at Chicago, Con- 
tractors and other large consumers of metals 
who have been idle because of threatened 
labor troubles are beginning to buy more 
freely. Specifications on old contracts are 
heavier than for several months past. 
“ Pig irom has been selling for aboue $12.50 
Birmingham for No. 2 foundry, or $16.85 Chi- 
cago, by those furnaces that are not in the 
association. The latter adhere to the $13.50 
schedule, and, while closing an occasional 
small order at that range, are not aggres- 
sively in themarket. There have been closed 
a number of moderately sized contracts for 
delivery during the next six months or long- 
er, but nothing js reported quite as large as 
1,000 tons. But’ the usual length of the con- 
tracts that are now being closed is from one 
to three months. | 
“These short lived contracts are being. 
given by melters more freely, forthe opinion 
is expressed by many of them that iron wl) 
probably not go below $12.00 Birmingham. 
They apprehend little shrinkage from the 
present level. However, were the buying to 
become a little more extended it is question- 
able whether enough furnaces could be found 
that would accept the business proffered. 
Another meeting of the association is looked 
for soon.

Lumbermen Not Complaining. 


Lumber is not a particularly active market. 

*‘Local wholesalers,’’ says the American 
Lumberman, “are not complaining loudly | 
of the present status of their business, but | Oct. 
admit that it might be considerably aug- 
mented in volume without reflecting in the 
least upon the efficiency of théir shipping de- 
partments. At least it can be said that trade 
at the close of July was in better condition 
than it was at the opening, and, that with 
fall trade not far ahead there are already 
visible a few indications of its proximity. 
Conditions in the territory supplied from this 
market are not, however, of a kind to demand 
the shipment of much lumber just now, as the 
farmers are fully occupied with harvesting 
and the retail dealers in the smaller towns 
are doing little or nothing; but are waiting 
for the harvest returns. Judging from re- 
ports that have been already received the 
wheat harvest is going to be of norma! size, 
as will also be that of other small grains, and 
prospects far corn and fruit are sufficiently 
good to furnish grounds for the presump- 
tion that there will be at least a normal crop 
in those products. With fair prices ruling it 
looks, therefore, as if the farmer would be 
in as good condition to buy lumber the com- 
ing fall and winter as he has ever been, and, 
in fact, better, owing to his previous accumu- 
lations. 
“City trade has shown little vitality of 
late, but at the same time sufficient lumber 
is being distributed inside the city and to the 
suburbs to make a fairly good showing. 
Combining the moderate city demand with 
the fair country demand and the total! is 
almost satisfactory. In fact, the figures 
show that last week the shipments by rail 
from Chicago were 2,000,000 feet more than 
they were during the corresponding week 
of last year. This may be only a temporary 
increase in shipments, but at the same time 
it may be an indication that trade is going 
ahead of last year. Receipts of lumber last 
week from all sources, rail and water, were 
36,654,000 feet, being 13,405,000 feet less last 
week than for the same week a year ago. 
“ Water receipts are running along at an 
even pace, the receipts last week amounting

Bulls to Dispose Of. 


Further of the spring wheat 
prospects in the northwest last week and 
damage by rust and blight in South Dakota, 
the one quarter where a better yield than 
that of last year had been looked for, fur- 
nished new bull incentives or accentuated 
old ones. They were chief factors in sharp 
advancesin all markets of the country, those 
of Chicago and the northwest leading. 

The trade broadened and for most of the 
week was on a large scale, September wheat 
selling at-80%c at the close, an advance of 
for the week. 

A revival of the export demand from the 

united kingdom, considered the result of sen- 
sational reports from Manitoba reducing the 
crop estimates for Canada to 45,000,000 bu, 
or 20,000,000 bu less than last year’s yield 
and barely half the expectation, helped start 
this market going. The absence of an ex- 
port demand had been the most serious tem- 
porary obstacle against a higher range of 
values. 
Continued reports of disappointing yields 
of winter wheat were the rule, and thrashing 
returns from Nebraska, the last of the hard 
winter states to harvest, were uniformly 
disappointing, trade estimates of the yield 
being reduced to 85,000,000 bu, compared with 
an Outturn of 53,000,000 bu last year. 


Reactions Only Temporary. 


The local market got more than 80c for 
all deliveries on Thursday, before the seri- 


oped, but there was enormous profit taking 
near that figure, and prices reacted on Fri- 
day to 78%c, a loss of more than half the 
advance of the week. This decline was in 
the face of reliable reports of damage by rust 
and blight in the nérthwest, the result of the 
hot weather of the week before. The 
weather recently had turned unfavorable in 
another way, rainy and cold. While the 
Hquidation was under way the northwest 
news did not have much effect, but the mar- 
ket responded to It generously on Saturday 
with a 2c advance

enoe on this crop frequently hae been that 
the harvest returne have proved useless the 
most earnest ante-harvest efforts to esti- 
mate the effects of various misfortunes.

The receipts and the ability of the mixing 
houses to turn out contract grade greatly 
exceeded the calculations of the July bulls, 
who have a stock of from 8,000,000 bu to 8,- 
500,000 bu to dispose of.

NO STRINGENGY LIKELY 


FINANCIERS EXPECT TO HANDLE 
CROP MOVEMENT EASILY. 


‘Dallness of Stock Market Likely to 
Make Wall ‘Street's Requirements 
Light—Rates for Time Loans Already 
Shaded, Indicatigg Material Relaxa- 
tion—Payment of Notes for $40,000,- 

000 by Pennsylvania Helps Situation 
and Banks Gain in Cash Balances.

NEW YORK, Aug. 2.—[{Special.]—The an- 
nual fall stringency in the money market, 
due to the demands of the banks throughout 
the west for cash with which to move the 
grain crops, is not likely to appear this year, 
according to the statements of leading finan- 
ciers. The dullness in the stock market, fol- 
lowing the period of active liquidation, is 
likely to make the requirements of Wail 
street comparatively light. 
Already there are indications of a material 
relaxation in the money market. For the 
first time shading of rates for time loans be- 
came apparent, and in place of 5% to 6 per 
cent figures, which have been resolutely 
maintained by lenders for all long time 
periods, they are now willing and apparently 
anxious to accept ye of 1 per cent less.. 


‘The reactions in a money market 
were undoubtedly due to no small extent to 
the repayment on last Tuesday of the Penn- 
sylvania railroad notes, which in the aggre- 
gate amounted to $40,000,000, and which were 
all retired between Friday of the week before 
and Tuesday of last week. In addition, how- 
ever, the banks continued to gain in cash. 
balances. Their transactions with the sub- 
treasurer and their dealings with the interior 
also give evidence of a deep general convic- 
tion that Wall street’s requirements upon the 
money market are going to be so limited this 
fall that the chances of the usual stringency 
during the season will be greatly reduced. 
The postponement of the Panama canal pay- 
ments also tends to greatly simplify the 
monetary outlook. Further hope for relief 
is furnished in the course of foreign os 
change. 


| 
While still it is to regard the 
money market outlook for the next six 
months with entire complacency, there seems 
to be fair grounds for expecting that the 
period of stress will be traversed this year 
with less trouble than has prevailed for sev- 
eral years past. That this freedom from 
strain to a large extent will be at the cost af 
stock market activity must be admitted. 
The all street community is quite gen- 
orally settling down to the conclusion that a 
long, almost indefinite period of dullness 
must be reckoned upon. It might be said 
the prospect is not an unwelcome one after 
the proceedings of the last- twelve montis. 
It is now generally recognized that Wall 
street’s troubles during that time have been 
of its own making and due to Internal rather 
than external causes. 
Those persons who thought Monday’ = sterd 
recovery in the stock market impHed that the 
enforced liquidation of securities had been 
concluded were compelled to modify their 
views by the subsequent course of prices and 
the general characteristics of dealings. Ags 
a matter of fact, there has been under way 
throughout the last week a continuous liqui- 
dation which represented not only the closing 
out of the loans of those firms which had an- 
nounced thelr insolvency but a good deal 
more selling of the same character for othes 
accounts.

PRUNE CROP LESS THAN IN 1902 


California Output This Year Is Esti- 
mated at 133,000,000 Pounds, 
but Is of High Quality. 


Los Angeles, Cal.; Aug. 2.—[Special.]—The 
California prune crop this year will be about 
two-thirds of that of 1902, or 133,000,000 
pounds. The crop is even, as far as size is 
concerned, not showing the same irregular- 
ity in this respect as in the previous season. 

The crop last year in Santa Clara county, 
the banner prune district in the state, was 
130,000,000 pounds, that of the state being 
200,000,000. The San Joaquin crop will not 
be one-half of last year’s, while that in the 
north will exceed two-thirds, and in many 
localities the output will be put up to that 
of the previous season. 

In Colusa the crop is from one-half to two- 
thirds of their last crop. The state yield. 
considering these individual points, will be 
183,000,000 in addition to 25,000,000 pounds 
carried over from last year. 

Oregon last year had a shipment of 800 
carloads of prunes, while this year she will 
send out 1,000 cars. 

The California canneries are busy on apri- 
cots at present. They have 1,200 persons 
employed and expect to increase their work- 
ing force to 1,500 in another week. The 
fruit this season is both large and of a fine 
quality. 

Although it is yet early in the season to 
make any accurate estimate of the citrus 
fruit crop, a prominent grower says that 
80,000 carloads is a conservative estimate. 
This is about 6,000 carloads more than the 
crop just closed.
